Not one single complaint has been
made by anv supervisor ot anv Congress
al elections throughout the length and
breadth ol Mississippi that there was
unfairness in the election. Ay, and
more than tha, though we had a
statute, simple and plain in its pro
visions, giving the remedy to any man
who thinks he has been unjustly de-
frauded of his position to test that ques-
tion primarily before a justice of the
peace, and by appeal to the superior
courts, there was not a contest there;
trom the highest general officer who was
elected down to the constable, there was
not a single contest throughout the
length and breadth of the entire State,
not one.

That was the sentiment uttered by this
chief of the carpet-bagger- and I have
always replied to it by saying that th
man whose he ut could have conceived
or whose mind could have thought sue!

On the contrary, there was no
disposition on the part of any Southern
State, to fur as I am aware, to deny the
legitimate results of the war ami the be-
stowal of citizenship aud the right of the
ballot on the colored race. It is true
that many of us doubted, and the most
-- ag.ieiou.-i men of the Republ.cau party
doubted, whether tht-- were prepared to
emerge at once from a condition of
slavery without intelligence to a condi-
tion of freedom aud tlie exercise intelli
g ntly of the ballot. But such was the
will ot the nation, aud more, such was
ihe w ill of all ot the Southern States.
.Mis.-i.-.sip- adopted it by her own ordi-
nance.

'1 hey have, then, gi?en the colored
man the ballot ever sinc2 the war closed,
iltinng the last ten years ; and I predict
ed in Mississippi last fall that the first
proposition which would be made to the
counti y to take the ballot from him or
to limit lis exercise wo.ild spring not
from the Southern States, but would

1 had scarcely taken my seat upon

this Hour when a nie.ssatre from the Rres- -

dent caniit to this body and the Senate,
recommending among other measures
that :i!l persons who could not read and
write in l6'M should be deprived of the
ballot, coupled, it is true, with a sickly
proviso that it should not apply to anyone
whose illiteracy does not now disqualify
him. But, sir, that was a verification of the
prediction I had made, that so far from
any Southern State proposing to restrict,
limit, or take away the ballot from the
colored race, the proposition came in the
shape of a recommendation from the
President of the United States hiiuself,
for in man can conceal froiu himself that
that was the clans of people ill rele repce
to whom the recommendation was de-
signed aud intended to apply. What I
have just said is sustained by a debate
which occurred in this House during the
last session of Congress, when I was not
here, when the force bill was introduced
and members in this Hall and in the
Senate were appealed to by every senti-
ment of party pride, and every incentive
to the accumulation of party power, to
sustain that measure ten years after the
war had closud. The organ of the Ad-
ministration, the organ of the President,
the organ of the Republican party then
and now in this city, asserted that the
passage of that measure, which was de-

signed to restore military power in the
South and military commissions to try
questions of civil right, was necessary,
not in the interest of peace and order,
but in the interest of the Republican
party. That scutimeut resulted in
words which I will read in a moment,
in a speech made on the 27th of Febru-
ary, not by a Democrat, but by a Re-

publican then and now. But when that
measure was before Congress, feeling
that there were certain great principles
of American freedom, American lib-

erty, and human freedom, ai)d human
rights the world over, that were dearer
than party tics, and which constitutions
and governments were simply designed
to be the exponents and protectors of, a
gentleman who then held his place on
this floor, as distinguished in his advo-
cacy of the Republican party as any
nan, used these remarkable words in re-

lation to it, and I allude to Mr. Hawley,
of Connecticut.

I take this county as one just and
proper to be taken as an evidence of w hat
was done. I assert the fact and it cannot
be roiitradiefp.l. that in the lower part
of that county the colored men not only
voted the Democratic ticket, but tnev
united in the formation of a club, anil
came over to the Conservative party
almost en masse, not because lorce or
intimidation or fiaud was applied to them,
but because thev became satisfied that
the promises which the Republican party
ha i been making to them so long ; prom-
ises which had been mad.; to the ear
but broken to the hope ; promises which
the government had not the power to
fuiiiil much less they; promises which
included the idea that some extraordina-
ry advantage should be given to the
colored men over other people, and which,
of course, they had not the power to car
ry out, the promise, for instance, of forty
acres of land and a mule to each one of
them they became satisfied that these
promises were all delusive; aud of their
own accord and voluntarily they entered
into that canvass and cast their ballots
side by side with the old white people of
the country, satisfied that there was a
common destiny for them all, and that
what was for the prosperity of the one
was for the prosperity of the other.

It has been said that fraud aud force
aud intimidation had existed in that
State during that canvass. Sir, in the
district which I have the honor to repre-
sent there was but one couDty that cast
its vote against me ; and there was one
county that gave me every vote in it ex-

cept two, though there were probably a
great many colored men in that county.

Ihere was one county lying on the
banks of the Mississippi river which I
visited. It was very largely a colored
cuuuty. I addressed a mixed auditory
of white aud colored people in the day- -

time. At nijnitl retired to the residence
of a friend some distance from the village
with no expectation of speaking again.
That night there was an organization of
colored men of that neighborhood, the
president of the organization being a
colored man ; and to my surprise, as I
was about preparing to retire, a commit-
tee of colored men waited upon me and
asked me to address that audience of
colored men, I present this lact to the
House and to the country as an evidence
that the assertion is not true, but is a libel
upon both races, that we have hostile
feelings one toward the other.

It has been sometime said that the
white people of the Southern States were
particularly hostile not only to the colored
man, but also to the white men of the
Republican party who came down theie be
for the purpose" of taking part in our
election. Well, sir, I can only say that
we have in Mississippi a record upon
that subject of which we are not ashamed,
I the days of our prosperity, in the days
when we were a power in the land, in the
days when our people were wealthy, who
of all the men of Mississippi received the of
highest honors aud ch'stinctiou of our
people?
